Nineteen  seventy-six  was  a memorable  year  for  libraries  in  Somerville. 
It  began  with  the  renovation  of  the  West  Branch  from  the  ground  floor 
to  the  top  floor  through  the  generous  bequest  of  Madeleine  E.  Lincoln, 
providing  for  the  first  time  since  that  building’s  completion  in  1909  the 
use  of  the  entire  building  for  library  services,  and  continuing  with  the 
re-opening  in  July  of  the  Central  Building,  and  finished  with  the  addi- 
tion of  a Bookmobile  courtesy  of  the  Lions  Club. 

The  Central  Building  was  opened  on  July  first,  one  year  and  three 
days  after  it  closed  for  reconstruction.  This  building  is  beautiful,  and 
more  important,  functional. 

Listening  to  phonograph  records  and  tapes  is  a comfortable  experience 
with  twelve  head  set  stations  in  the  Adult  Music/ AV  area  and  eight  sta- 
tions in  the  Children’s  Room. 

For  the  first  time  in  many  years,  the  Central  Library  is  open  seven 
days  a week.  Although  we  are  only  open  a half  day  on  Saturday,  in  No- 
vember we  began  opening  from  two  to  five  on  Sunday  afternoons. 

West  Branch  was  re-dedicated  in  March  and  has  been  a busy  operation 
ever  since.  This  is  another  attractive  facility  that  is  comfortable  and 
pleasant. 

The  Children’s  Room  on  the  lower  level  is  a very  busy  place  every 
afternoon  and  the  regular  weekly  film  programs  for  adults  held  on  the 
third  floor  draws  many  people  from  throughout  the  community. 

A welcome  gift  of  a bookmobile  was  received  from  the  Somerville 
Lions  Club  during  the  fall.  The  citizens  who  use  this  service  enjoy  it  and 
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each  week  more  persons  register  to  borrow  materials  from  it  as  well  as 
eagerly  await  its  weekly  visits.  Particularly,  the  elderly  in  housing  units 
and  nursing  homes  have  been  most  grateful  for  this  new  service  through 
the  generosity  of  the  Lions  Club. 

We  continue  to  provide  pre-school  story  hours  and  film  programs  for 
all  ages. 

Mother’s  programs  during  pre-school  story  hours  at  both  Central  and 
West  draw  many  people  and  cover  such  topics  as  nutrition,  crafts  for 
children,  prevention  of  burn  injuries  to  children,  and  picking  picture 
books  for  pre-schoolers. 

A morning  film  program  for  the  elderly  at  West  Branch  met  with 
much  success.  We  continue  the  successful  programs  at  the  Father 
Properzi  Manor  on  Warren  Avenue. 

Having  a Children’s  Room  at  West  Branch  has  allowed  more  program- 
ming at  that  location  than  was  possible  before. 

The  Adult  Services  Department  received  a $1500  grant  to  purchase 
large-type  books  for  the  visually  handicapped.  The  grant  was  federal 
money  awarded  through  the  Bureau  of  Library  Extension. 

Our  biggest  event  was  the  re-dedication  of  the  Central  Library  Build- 
ing at  which  program  Jean  Mayer,  tenth  President  of  Tufts  University 
and  world  famous  nutritionist,  gave  a major  address.  Other  distinguished 
speakers  included,  the  Honorable  Thomas  P.  (Tip)  O’Neil,  Jr.,  Speaker 
of  the  House  of  Representatives;  Keyes  Metcalf,  Librarian  Emeritus  of 
Harvard  University  Libraries;  James  Roosevelt,  Jr.,  Grandson  of  Presi- 
dent Franklin  D.  Roosevelt;  and  Philip  J.  McNiff,  Director  of  Boston 
Public  Library. 

We  look  forward  to  having  East  Branch  finished  so  it  will  be  as  attrac- 
tive as  the  other  facilities.  The  staff  at  that  location  has  worked  hard  to 
make  it  an  inviting  place  despite  the  clutter. 

Overall,  the  year  has  been  exciting,  but  full  of  hard  work.  The  staff 
deserves  much  credit  for  all  that  they  endured  during  our  transition  and 
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move.  Most  agree  it  was  worth  the  inconvenience  and  discomfort  to 
have  the  fine  facilities  we  now  enjoy. 

My  personal  appreciation  goes  to  them  and  the  Board  of  Trustees 
for  working  so  closely  with  me  and  carrying  out  so  many  of  the  respon- 
sibilities we  have  undertaken.  The  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen  have 
been  most  supportive  in  making  services  available  to  the  citizens  and 
convincing  civic  minded  service  groups  such  as  the  Lions  Club  that  their 
gift  is  needed,  used,  and  maintained. 

We  look  forward  to  a better  year  in  1977  with  all  our  facilities  in  full 
operation  in  order  to  serve  the  people  of  Somerville.

Gentlemen: 

I respectfully  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Somerville  Fire 
Department  for  the  year  1976. 

During  the  year  the  Fire  Department  responded  to  the  following 
alarms: 


First  Alarms 3371 

Second  Alarms 14 

Third  Alarms 7 

Still  Alarms 3043 

Total  Alarms 6435 


We  received  mutual  aid  518  times  from  surrounding  cities  during  the 
year  and  responded  to  neighboring  communities  473  times.  Our  mutual 
aid  agreement  with  these  cities  assures  each  of  us  with  the  assistance  we 
need  when  our  own  resources  are  severely  taxed. 

Three  citizens  lost  their  lives  as  a result  of  burns  and  asphyxiation 
suffered  at  fires.

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On  May  2,  1976  our  new  Central  Station  at  266  Broadway  was 
dedicated.  This  new  station  was  named  the  Reilly  — Brickley  Central 
Station  in  memory  of  two  of  our  own  Firefighters  who  were  killed  in 
the  line  of  duty  in  1974.  This  new  station  consolidates  the  companies 
from  the  old  Central  Station  and  the  station  at  Broadway  and  Cross 
Street.  This  building  also  houses  the  new  Fire  Alarm  Headquarters  and 
the  Repair  Shop. 

All  fire  hose  was  subjected  to  an  annual  pressure  test  to  assure  de- 
pendability and  to  detect  any  defects.  A total  of  498,200  feet  of  hose 
was  used  in  firefighting  operations.  Ladders  totaling  14,313  feet  were 
used.  All  pumpers  were  given  their  annual  test  in  drafting  operations 
and  were  used  in  pumping  operations  at  fires  for  748  hours. 

All  hydrants  in  the  city  were  checked  for  operating  condition  and 
defects.  All  caps  were  lubricated  and  any  defects  that  were  discovered 
were  reported  to  the  Water  Department. 

Fifteen  men  were  retired,  1 firefighter  resigned  to  take  a position 
with  another  department  and  two  members  died  during  the  year.  It 
is  recommended  that  sufficient  replacements  be  appointed  as  soon  as 
an  eligible  list  can  be  obtained.  Manpower  is  a most  important  factor 
in  providing  the  city  the  necessary  protection  against  fire. 

The  remaining  apparatus  that  was  on  order  with  the  manufacturer 
was  delivered  during  the  year  after  legal  proceedings  successfully  pursued 
by  the  Law  Department.  We  received  delivery  of  two  1250  GPM  Pumps 
for  Engine  Company  #3  and  Engine  Company  #4.  A new  100  foot 
Aerial  Ladder  was  delivered  for  Ladder  Company  #2.  Consideration 
should  be  given  to  the  replacement  of  a Ladder  truck  which  is  now  28 
years  old  and  has  about  outlived  its  usefulness.  This  truck  was  repowered 
with  a used  Diesel  engine  in  1975  as  a measure  to  prolong  its  usefulness 
until  a new  truck  could  be  obtained. 

Under  the  direction  of  Deputy  Chief  William  Fitzgerald  the  Training 
Division  made  great  headway  during  the  year.  One  half  of  members  of 
the  Department  were  trained  to  administer  first  aid  and  cardiopulmonary 
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resuscitation  which  should  greatly  increase  our  first  responder  effective- 
ness in  rendering  emergency  medical  assistance  to  the  public.  The  re- 
mainder of  the  Department  will  be  trained  early  in  1977.  Eight  of  our 
own  members  attended  Red  Cross  Instructor  training  and  qualified  to 
teach  these  courses.  Training  was  also  given  in  Radiological  Monitoring 
and  Electrical  emergencies  as  well  as  fire  fighting  operations. 

The  Fire  Prevention  Bureau  conducted  1948  inspections  under  the 
direction  of  Deputy  Chief  Charles  Markey.  Quarterly  inspections  were 
made  of  Schools,  Hospitals,  Nursing  and  Convalescent  homes.  The  Fire 
Prevention  Bureau  works  closely  with  the  Building  Department  and 
other  departments  in  the  elimination  of  hazards.

Commissioner  Michael  E.  Rubin  served  as  Chairman  of  the  Licensing 
Commission  for  the  year  of  1976. 

Costa  Chitouras,  10  Packard  Avenue,  Somerville  was  appointed  by 
the  Mayor  and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  sworn  in  on 
September  15,  1976  for  a term  of  three  years  replacing  Commissioner 
John  Cangiamilia  whose  term  had  expired. 

Officer  Vincent  McDonough  of  the  Somerville  Police  Department 
was  assigned  to  the  Licensing  Commission  for  the  year  of  1976. 

Board  of  Health  Inspectors  James  O’Meara  was  assigned  to  the 
Licensing  Commission  from  January  to  November  and  Vincent  Chiozzi 
from  November  to  December  for  the  year  of  1976.

Six  violations  of  the  Law  were  reported  to  the  Licensing  Commis- 
sion and  after  holding  hearings  on  these  they  took  appropriate  action. 

The  established  policy  of  the  Licensing  Commission  relative  to 
routine  matters  of  office  procedure  and  the  issuance  of  licenses  has  not 
materially  changed. 

A general  inspection  tour  of  all  licensed  premises  brought  out  the 
fact  that  all  establishments  are  now  equipped  with  up-to-date  facilities. 

We  wish  to  acknowledge  the  splendid  co-operation  and  wholehearted 
support  given  our  Commission  by  Police  Inspector  Vincent  McDonough 
and  Board  of  Health  Inspectors  James  O’Meara  and  Vincent  Chiozzi 
assigned  to  our  Commission.  We  also  wish  to  acknowledge  the  efficient 
and  faithful  service  of  our  clerk  Mary  I.  Kenney.

Gentlemen: 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Veterans’  Services  Department  for  fiscal 
year  July  1975  through  June  1976  is  herewith  respectfully  submitted 
and  appended  thereto,  is  a recapitulation  of  financial  expenditures  as 
made  in  accordance  with  the  State  regulations  governing  the  disburse- 
ment of  Veterans’  Benefits  under  Chapter  115,  M.  G.  L. 

The  major  portion  of  Veterans’  Benefits  as  granted,  was  to  furnish 
direct  financial  assistance  and/or  medical  vendor  payments  in  behalf  of 
needy  qualified  veterans  of  wartime  service  and  their  dependents  or 
survivors. 

The  amount  and  duration  of  Veterans’  Benefits  as  expended  is 
naturally  predicated  upon  the  socio-economic  factors  governing 
our  present  economy.  A continued  high  rate  of  unemployment  has 
reflected  general  increases  in  all  phases  of  assistance  granted  qualified 
applicants  throughout  our  city  which  has  an  approximate  veteran 
population  of  fourteen  percent. 

In  all  instances,  personnel  within  the  department  have  utilized  and 
pursued  the  possibility  of  assisting  applicants  in  applying  for  and  estab- 
lishing eligibility  for  all  other  state  or  federally  funded  assistance  pro- 
grams that  they  would  otherwise  be  entitled  by  law  to  receive,  in  order 
to  restrict  local  expenditures. 

State  mandated  increases  in  Veterans’  Benefits  assistance  budgets  as 
well  as  continuing  annual  increases  in  all  areas  of  hospital  and  medical 
services  are  placing  greater  demands  on  local  budgetary  appropriations. 
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Through  the  cooperation  and  efforts  of  a competent  staff,  we  are 
maintaining  a constant  program  of  reviewing  and  investigating  all  active 
cases  on  a scheduled  basis  in  order  to  insure  continued  fiscal  control  of 
all  Veterans’  Benefit  expenditures. 

In  January  of  1976,  Mr.  Robert  Bradley,  retired  as  Director  of  this 
Department,  following  nearly  forty  years  of  dedicated  public  service 
with  the  City  of  Somerville.  His  expertise  in  Veterans’  Benefit  law  was 
widely  accepted  and  respected  by  those  who  worked  with  him  on  state 
and  local  levels. 

I wish  to  extend  to  you,  Mr.  Mayor,  and  the  Honorable  members  of 
the  Board  of  Alderman,  the  deep  appreciation  of  this  department  for 
your  cooperation  and  concern  during  the  past  year  in  behalf  of  the 
elderly  and  disabled  veterans,  their  widows  and  dependent  children.

To  The  Honorable,  The  Mayor, 

And  The  Board  of  Aldermen: 

The  time  spent  compiling  an  Annual  Report  is  worthwhile  because 
such  a report  affords  city  officials,  public  recreation  directors,  and  field 
leadership  an  opportunity  to  assess  the  department’s  ability  for  provid- 
ing essential  leisure  services  to  the  community,  and  to  evaluate  the  sub- 
sequent delivery  system  of  said  services. 

The  year  1976  marked  the  Somerville  Recreation  Commission’s 
forty-seventh  year  of  full-time,  year-round  service  to  the  city.  The  Com- 
mission’s program  of  activities  remained  uninterrupted  in  1976,  despite 
the  tragic  loss  in  November  of  1975  of  its  fourth  Superintendent,  Paul 
L.  Sullivan,  along  with  the  earlier  resignations  of  the  Assistant  Superin- 
tendent and  the  most  senior  female  staff  leader.  Mr.  James  B.  Callahan 
had  been  appointed  to  the  position  of  provisional  Assistant  Superinten- 
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dent  in  late  November  of  1975  and  served  as  Vice-Superintendent  until 
May,  when  the  Recreation  Commission  appointed  Kevin  F.  Oliver  to 
the  position  of  provisional  Superintendent. 

Summer  Playgrounds 

The  Summer  Playgrounds  season  of  1976  relied  on  a mixture  of  en- 
thusiasm and  experience,  and  in  effect,  symbolized  the  spirit  of  our  Bi- 
centennial Year.  Beset  by  the  Supervisory  personnel  adjustments  men- 
tioned in  the  outset  of  this  report  that  heretofore  were  without  prece- 
dence, the  complete  success  of  our  playground  program  for  1976  is  a 
credit  to  the  competence  and  commitment  of  all  past  and  present 
Recreation  workers. 

Significant  expansion  of  each  playground’s  opportunity  to  incorpor- 
ate trips  into  their  seasonal  calendars  proved  a boon  to  participant  in- 
terest throughout  the  entire  eight-week  season. 

This  Summer’s  Arts  & Crafts  instruction  gave  increased  attention  to 
re-cycling  projects  as  a practical  and  imaginative  means  of  expressing  an 
individual’s  creativity.  The  basics  of  crochet  stitches,  knitting,  and  hand 
sewing  were  but  a few  of  the  skills  implanted. 

Giant  strides  were  made  in  Girls’  Track,  with  clinics  given  at  neigh- 
borhood units  as  well  as  at  the  Athletic  Unit  on  the  afternoon  preced- 
ing each  of  the  seven  local  track  meets. 

A summation  of  major  playground  events  should  begin  with  a men- 
tion of  the  tournaments  in  Jackstones,  Jumprope,  Checkers,  Chess,  and 
Horseshoes,  which  were  conducted  during  the  season  on  local,  sectional, 
and  inter-playground  levels.  Another  Summer  staple  is  “Bicycle  Safety 
Week”,  a joint  enterprise  with  the  Somerville  Police  Department  and 
the  Massachusetts  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles,  which  encourages  safety 
habits  among  boy  and  girl  bicycle  riders. 

Inter-Playground  League  competition  in  Baseball,  Softball,  Whiffle 
Ball,  Volley  Ball,  Shoe-Ball,  and  Dodge  Ball  produced  sustained  excite- 
ment throughout  the  entire  season,  thanks  in  part  to  the  adoption  of 
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“wild  card”  playoff  positions  and  post-season  tournament  play  in  all 
of  the  above  sports. 

Sectional  Play  Days  were  conducted  at  Lincoln,  Trum,  and  Foss,  and 
were  received  well  by  children  and  parents  alike.  This  Summer’s  theme 
was  “Anything  Goes”,  and  featured  each  neighborhood  unit  assigned  to 
depict  a category  such  as  Pirates,  Animals,  or  a time  period  such  as  The 
Fifties. 

The  Inter-Playground  Track  Meet,  because  of  the  number  of  partici- 
pants and  spectators,  combined  with  the  accompanying  paper  work  and 
logistics,  is  without  question  our  biggest  event  of  the  entire  year. 

Awarded  for  the  first  time  was  the  “Paul  L.  Sullivan  Memorial 
Trophy”,  which  was  presented  by  Mrs.  Claire  Sullivan  to  the  Glen 
Street  Park  Class  A girls. 

The  Inter-Playground  Paddle  Tennis  Tournament  was  conducted  at 
the  Charles  C.  Kelley  Playground  this  year,  and  had  an  excellent  turn- 
out, perhaps  due  in  part  to  the  interest  generated  in  the  sport  by  the 
Tennis  Clinics  conducted  in  July  at  Tufts  University  and  attended  by 
most  of  the  playgrounds  west  of  Cedar  Street. 

Wednesday,  August  18,  saw  a strange  phenomenon  in  Somerville  — 
quietude  — as  1,170  youngsters  travelled  to  Lincoln  Park  in  North 
Dartmouth  for  our  Annual  Playground  Outing.  The  last  formal  event  of 
the  season  was  the  Presentation  of  the  Somerville  Kiwanis  and  Moose 
Club  Awards  for  playground  championships  and  sportsmanship,  con- 
ducted for  the  first  time  during  playground  hours  to  encourage  children 
from  parks  not  receiving  awards  to  be  in  attendance. 

The  Recreation  Commission  continued  to  provide  recreational  ac- 
tivities for  children  with  special  needs,  severing  a total  of  86  Somerville 
enrollees  during  the  year. 

Two  seasons  of  Saturday  Morning  activities  were  conducted,  with 
participation  by  18  children  per  season. 
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The  seven-week  Summer  Program  for  Somerville  children  from  6 to 
18  years  of  age  was  conducted  at  the  Powder  House  Community  School 
once  again  this  Summer,  from  July  6 to  August  19. 

The  children  in  this  special  program  were  eligible  to  benefit  from  the 
Catholic  Charities  Lunch  Program  this  Summer,  which  eliminated  the 
need  for  parents  to  send  lunches  along  with  their  children  each  day. 

The  lack  of  recreational  opportunities  for  mentally  retarded  and 
physically  handicapped  young  adults  over  1 8 years  of  age  concerns  the 
parents  and  the  Commission. 

The  largest,  and  perhaps  most  active  program  sponsored  by  the  Rec- 
reation Commission  is  the  Somerville  Senior  Citizens  Club,  it  is  the 
Superintendent’s  pleasure  to  report  that  1976  saw  yet  another  Senior 
Citizens  group  formed,  as  the  Commission,  with  the  co-operation  of 
American  Legion  Post  No.  19,  began  a Wednesday  afternoon  program. 

The  year  1977  will  mark  the  20th  Anniversary  of  our  Senior  Citizens 
Club.  The  Commission  wishes  to  extend  its  gratitude  to  ail  members 
and  Club  Officers  who  have  quantitatively  and  qualitatively  made  our 
program  without  equal. 

The  generosity  and  commitment  shown  by  the  James  A.  Logan  Post 
and  the  women  of  its  Auxiliary  to  the  elderly  community  of  Somerville 
over  the  past  fifteen  years  is  especially  noteworthy. 

Afterschool  Arts  & Crafts  sessions  operated  at  the  Grimmons,  Pow- 
der House,  Kennedy,  East  Somerville  and  Lincoln  Park  Schools.  Ele- 
mentary School  children  who  attended  the  programs  received  instruc- 
tion and  assistance  in  making  paper  flowers,  mobiles,  god’s  eyes,  holi- 
day items,  and  other  special  projects. 

Weekend  Crafts  Programs  featured  a new  Saturday  morning  network 
of  centers  located  at  the  Carr,  Brown  and  Cutler  Schools.  Youngsters 
particularly  interested  in  Basic  Drawing  and  adult  oriented  crafts  such 
as  candlemaking,  batik,  etc.,  attended  the  Advanced  Arts  & Crafts  Pro- 
gram on  Saturday  afternoons  at  Somerville  High  School. 
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Adult  Hobby  and  Craft  programs  branched  out  to  include  Sewing 
and  Holiday  Decorating  Courses  in  ’76.  Two  Sewing  Classes  for  adults 
and  one  Class  for  teens  taught  blind  hemming,  cutting  patterns,  basic 
sewing  skills  and  machine  operation. 

Ceramics  continued  its  tremendous  popularity  with  five  separate 
classes  for  adults,  one  class  per  week  for  Senior  Citizens,  and  a Satur- 
day morning  class  for  teenagers. 

The  Recreation  Camera  Club  again  competed  in  color  slides,  black  & 
white  salon  print,  and  Cable  TV  projects  and  contests. 

The  Commission’s  Children’s  Theatre  program  is  offered  in  two  sec- 
tions of  the  city.  The  East  Side  Players  are  located  at  the  East  Somer- 
ville Community  School;  and  the  West  Side  Players  meet  at  the  Powder 
House  Community  School,  with  each  group  conducting  morning  and 
afternoon  Saturday  sessions. 

1976,  the  fourth  year  of  the  Somerville  Players,  brought  our  com- 
munity theatre  group  measurably  closer  to  its  ultimate  goal  of  involv- 
ing Somerville  residents  in  the  performing  arts  through  direct  partici- 
pation and  observation. 

Our  Girls’  Club  program  has  a network  of  four  Clubs,  geographically 
located  in  various  schools  throughout  the  city.  The  Clubs  meet  once  a 
week  at  the  East  Somerville,  Kennedy,  Lincoln  Park,  and  Powder  House 
Schools,  for  gym  play  and  a general  meeting,  where  planning  is  done  by 
the  Counselor  and  girls  for  their  weekly  outing  and  future  events. 

Thanks  in  part  to  the  national  attention  given  the  sport  by  the 
Olympic  games,  and  also  the  tremendous  enthusiasm  of  our  leaders  and 
their  proteges,  the  Commission’s  program  in  Girls’  Gymnastics  has  just 
completed  a most  remarkable  first  full  year. 

The  Commission  provides  for  the  Fall  and  Winter  exercise  needs  of 
the  general  community  through  its  Evening  Physical  Fitness  Centers. 


New  this  Fall  was  our  Adult  Co-Ed  Volley  Ball  program,  which  was 
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designed  to  increase  group  interaction,  apart  from  a formally  structured 
league  setting. 

The  Teen  Physical  Fitness  Centers’  hours  of  operation  were  changed 
this  year  from  two  sessions  per  week  to  one  expanded  session  weekly, 
over  a longer  season. 

The  statistics  on  team  participation  in  the  Commission’s  Sports 
Leagues  For  Women  reflect  our  city’s  interest  in  this  phase  of  the 
program.  The  Women’s  Softball  League  and  the  Twilight  and  Indoor 
Basketball  Leagues  have  experienced  the  following  combined  team 
entry  increase:  1973  — 11  teams;  1974  — 16  teams;  1975  — 28  teams; 
and  1976  — 37  teams. 

Former  Recreation  Superintendents,  John  A.F.  Pieroni  and  Paul  L. 
Sullivan,  were  certainly  two  of  the  city’s  leading  proponents  in  the 
early  1970’s  for  active  women’s  and  girls’  athletic  programs. 

“The  Rec  Leagues”,  as  they  are  referred  to  throughout  our  city  of 
seven  hills,  provide  a great  deal  more  than  scheduled  exercise  for  the 
close  to  2,000  men  and  boys  who  comprise  the  168  entered  teams  of 
Slow-Pitch  Softball,  Twilight  and  Indoor  Basketball,  Flag  Football  and 
Bowling. 

1976  saw  Recreation  Slow-Pitch  Softball  membership  reach  34 
teams,  with  the  eight-team  A,  B,  and  C Divisions  playing  night  games 
and  ten-team  Division  playing  Sunday  mornings. 

Twilight  Basketball  had  record-breaking  enrollments  of  48  Men’s 
teams,  13  Intermediate  Clubs,  and  7 Junior  Squads,  for  an  incredible 
total  of  68  “hoop”  teams. 

The  Men’s  Flag  Football  League  completed  its  third  season  of  opera- 
tion with  close  to  200  men  comprising  the  League’s  eight  teams. 

Finally,  for  the  30th  straight  season,  eight  veteran  teams  battled 
through  a 28-week  schedule  in  the  Recreation  Commission’s  Men’s 
Municipal  Bowling  League  every  Monday  evening  at  the  Ball  Square 
Bowling  Alleys. 
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The  Commission  wishes  to  acknowledge  the  assistance  given  many  of 
our  league  teams  by  sponsors,  for  without  their  generosity  and  interest 
in  Somerville  amateur  athletics,  many  teams  might  not  have  had  the 
opportunity  to  participate.

Commissioner  of  Public  Works 

The  duties  and  accomplishments  of  this  Division  for  Fiscal  ‘76  were 
as  follows: 


This  Division  had  a strict  maintenance  schedule  on  all  fire  boxes, 
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fire  alarm  equipment,  traffic  lights,  parking  meters,  spotlights,  field 
lighting  (soft  ball  and  basketball),  generators  and  all  other  equipment. 

Orders  from  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  complaints  received  from 
citizens  regarding  traffic  intersections  were  handled  through  this 
Division. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Police  Department,  a record  was  kept  of 
ah  street  lamp  outage  and  a report  of  same  immediately  made  to  the 
Boston  Edison  Company  for  replacement.  The  city  receives  a monthly 
rebate  for  lights  reported  out.  A rebate  is  due  for  the  year. 

Yearly  electrical  inspections  of  all  Rest  Homes  in  the  city  were  made 
by  the  Wire  Inspection  section.  This  is  necessary  in  order  that  the  Rest 
Home  can  receive  their  yearly  license  from  the  state. 

Permits  were  issued  for  electrical  work  to  be  installed  and  followed 
up  by  inspections  checking  to  see  that  work  performed  met  the  re- 
quirements of  the  Massachusetts  State  Code. 

All  complaints  pertaining  to  electricity  such  as  water  leaks  and 
other  hazards  were  handled  by  this  section. 

The  Fire  Alarm  Office,  on  a twenty-four  hour  daily  operation, 
answered  trouble  calls  immediately.  Radio  messages  and  alarms  were 
transmitted  through  this  office.  All  signals  were  tested  every  Friday 
and  air  horns  sounded  daily  at  12:00  noon.

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City  Engineering  Division 

The  Engineering  Division  Office  is  instrumental  in  developing  and 
perfecting  plans,  in  preparing  detailed  drawings  and  specifications 
for  bids  and  construction  projects  including  surveys,  layouts,  grades, 
lines,  inspection,  drawings  and  plans  for  all  types  of  City  activities. 

During  the  year  1976  the  duties  performed  by  the  Engineering 
Division  included  the  following: 

(1)  W.  Adams  Street,  Cherry  Street,  Pennsylvania  Avenue,  Broad- 
way — Mt.  Vernon  to  Grant  Street  Water  Services.  All  inquir- 
ies, with  respect  to  the  three  million  dollar  bond  issue  for 
road  reconstruction,  were  handled  by  the  Engineering  Divi- 
sion. This  Division  has  also  been  consulted  with  respect  to 
Broadway,  Medford  Street,  Prospect  Street  — word  to  be 
done  under  Urban  Redevelopment  system. 

(2)  General  Maintenance  and  repair  of  parks  and  playgrounds,  ceme- 
teries and  recreational  facilities,  including  ice  skating  areas  and 
wading  pools. 

(3)  Snow  removal. 

(4)  Cleaning  of  catch  basins  and  storm  drains  — emergency  clearing 
of  blocked  drains  and  sanitary  sewers  and  repairing  and  rebuild- 
ing of  storm  drains  and  sewer  systems.  Construction  of  new 
catch  basins  where  required  due  to  street  flooding. 
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
